of the czar. 
The German a rmy, lately dealing 
sm ashing blows to the retiring Rus­ 
sians, are now in re tre at from the 
forest of Augustowo. T he retreating 
forces are nearing the E ast Prussiani 
frontier, where they are expected till 
make another stand against the Slavs. 
in the retreat, the dispatches trout 
the front say, the R ussians are intui t­ 
ing severe losses on the German rear­ 
guard. Thus, the battle iu the region 
of Augustowo, which has been raging 
for ten days, has ended In a triumph 
for the Russians. 
In the m eantim e 
o th er 
German 
forces are battering away at Ossia 
a le c fortress and are also trying to 
cut through the Russian lines near 
the Fille* river, between W arsaw and 
Ivangorod. 
After bom barding 
O s s o 
a le e for u week the G erm ans have 
succeeded in reaching the first line 
of fortifications there. They made two 
assaults upon this line on Sunday, but 
were 
repulsed in both attem pts Ic 
carry it by storm. T he Ossowlec forts 
o nthe south bank of the Bohr river 
silenced two of 
the heavy German 
batteries. 
Though the G erm ans have massed 
large for* es for the attack s upon th# 
north hank of the Pillca river, they 
have 
thus far failed to m ake 
any 
m arked gains, while at several point* 
vigorous Russian counter attacks have 
carried the troops of 
Grand 
Duke 
Nicholas more than half a mile into 
the German lines. 
The battle front here is about seven 
miles long. The G erm ans appear to 
have brought up about five corps, or 
200,000 men, according to W arsaw ad 
vices. 
Austrian 
troops 
also 
have 
made their appearance iu this region 
To oppose the Germ an assaults to 
the north of the Pillca the Russians 
have more than 35o,000 nieu available 
immediately, with great bodies of re 
serves ready at Ivangorod and W ar­ 
saw. 
Reports 
from 
the 
southern war 
arena assert that A ustrian losses in 
the last month 
total “hundreds ol 
thousands.” It is impossible to deter­ 
mine the exact losses of the enemy, 
the Russian war office says, be< ause 
thousands are still buried beneath the 
heavy snow. More losses are being In 
fileted upon the Austro-German forces 
aa they retreat in east Galicia. 
Another great Russian column hat 
crossed the Dnelster river to Zalese 
cykl, north-northwest of Czneruowitz, 
to flank the Austro-German army in 
Bukowlna. This is already in contact 
with the enemy.
